VATICAN CITY, Dec. 24—Ap­ 
pealing for a post-w ar European

said th at "we find ourselves at tho 
beginning of a new era" as a re­ 
sult of vast changes wrought by 
the war. 
Condemning by implication the 
"new European" order projected 
by the 
axis 
powers, 
the Holy 
F ather outlined five points for es­ 
tablishment of a "true new order.” 
These five points embraced the 
overcoming of hatred, banishment 
of suspicion, rejection of the theory I 
th at force creates right, abolition 
of economic conflict and eradica­ 
tion of the "cold egoism” whereby : 
states violate 
the 
liberties due 
their citizens. 
"Listen To Reason" 
Replying in a radio address to j 
Christm as greetings from the Coll- j 
ege of Cardinals, the pontiff urged 
hum anity and all nations to listen 
to the voices of reason and close 
their ears to "speeches of error." 
He appealed for a settlem ent of 
conflict based on right and justice 
and declared: 
"Unconditional bases of any new' 
lifter should be first, the overcom­ 
ing of hatred. . . second, the over­ 
coming of all suspicion which has 
a most paralyzing effect on inter­ 
national relations and makes every 
understanding impossible. 
"Thirdly, the theory will have 
to be repelled th a t an advantage 
for a 
nation is a base of right, 
and th at force creates right. . . . 
"Fourthly, there will have to be 
a banishment of all conflict in the 
field of world economy and estab­ 
lishment of an order which offers 
the means to every state to pro­ 
vide sufficiently for its citizens. 
"Fifthly there m ust be an over­ 
coming of the spirit of cold ego­ 
ism, the spirit which allow-s the 
sovereignty of the state to vio-

Test for Recruits 
The English have appointed an 
Advisory Committee under Lord 
Horder, a prominent physician, 
who have attempted to formulate 
some tests by which these recruits 
can be detected before they are 
actually inducted into service or 
placed on active duty. 
A key question in taking the his­ 
tory seems to be very important: 
“Do you attend athletic events as 
a spectator or do you actually 
participate in them?” Soldier’s 
heart is more likely to be found in 
men who watch games instead of 
playing them, especially if the in­ 
dividual is otherwise engaged in a 
sedentary occupation.

President Expected To Tell 
Nation Next Few Months 
To Bring Crisis 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24—Great 
Britain will renew its appeal for 
more war ald from the 
United 
States today when members of the 
British purchasing mission meet 
with U. S. treasury officials. 
Fresh from war-torn England, 
Arthur Purvis, head of the mission 
which ha,s placed more than $2,- 
000,000,000 worth of war orders In 
this nation, scheduled a conference 
with Secretary of 
the Treasury 
Morgenthau. 
Morgenthau said that the con­ 
ference with Purvis, who returned 
to the U. S. by clipper plane yes­ 
terday, was arranged so that the 
British official could give this gov­ 
ernment the latest picture of con­ 
ditions in England. 
It was 
considered 
significant, 
however, that Purvis asked for the 
conference on 
the 
day 
before 
Christmas. 
Because of this, Pur­ 
vis is believed to be carrying a list 
of Britain’s immediate war needs. 
Whether he carries an offer to 
purchase foreign ships tied up in 
American ports since outbreak of 
Europe’s war 
was 
not known. 
There has been talk about possi­ 
bility of seizing some IOO Danish, 
French. German, Latvian, Eston­ 
ian and Italian 
ships 
In 
U. S. 
ports, and selling or leasing them 
to Britain. 
Need Imperative 
It was pointed out that England 
needs merchant ships quickly, and 
that the U. S. Maritime Commis­ 
sion has only 20 more ships in Its 
laid up merchant fleet available1 
for sale. 
England, it was reported, still 
has sufficient funds to buy ' ships 
up until the time that the new 
congress 
in January 
passes on 
President Roosevelt’s latest plan 
to lend or lease billions of dollars 
worth of airplanes, ships and mu­ 
nitions to the embattled nation. In 
event ship orders are placed now, 
Purvis is the official who would 
sign the order. 
There also Is the possibility that 
the report of Purvis will serve as 
a basis for President Roosevelt’s 
fireside chat to the nation Sunday 
night.

Church Not Spared 
“The war is proceeding on its 
bloody way, piling up heaps of 
ruins and not even sparing monu­ 
ments of the church. 
“Future ages will call this per­ 
iod the darkest in the world’s his­ 
tory. 
“The world will leave the h^rd 
school of today with an improved 
mind............. 
“Mankind will listen to the voice 
of reason and justice. . . . 
“Only in such a 
state of mind 
can the world proceed to establish­ 
ment of a new order based on jus­ 
tice. 
“We pray men will grow mature 
enough to establish a new and just 
social and 
economic order. 
We 
pray that mankind will be liber­ 
ated from their tribulations. 
“Not only in the whole present 
conflict which is raging, but later 
on the nations 
will 
realize the 
need for solution of social prob­ 
lems in a spirit of christianity. . . 
“Among Christians, alas, there 
are not lacking those who have 
tried a world that leads away from 
faith and morality, 
or at least 
from 
the fervor of faith and 
Christian practice.............They are

iron oxide as an excellent substance to add to the flow er garden. T hey 
claim it is very beneficial for either flow ers or vegetables.

garden w as all clay but for m any years I have been spading in all the 
m aple leaves possible, also plenty of barnyard m anure. 
The .soil is 


now quite easy to work. 
I would appreciate your opinion of the e ffi­ 
cacy of iron rust.

A N SW E R : Although there are som e sections of the country where 
iron is deficient in tile soil, so far as I know this is not the case in 
Ohio. B esides this, to m ake the 
iron effective for plant use it m ust 
be in the sulfate form rather than 
tile oxide form. C onsequently, I can 
see no value in the application of 
iron rust to the soil other than 
possibly in large am ounts used to 
loosen it. I believe for this purpose 
you w ill find coal ashes w ill do a 
much better job at no expense. 
Incidentally, your m ethod of in­ 
corporating rotted leaves is an ex ­ 
cellent one for loosening clay soils. 
Q U E ST IO N : I am inclosing a 


section of stem from a fern and 
wish you would tell m e if the lit­ 
tle seed-like things sticking to the 
stem s are seeds or a kind of scale.
